some time in the last centuay has 
brought to a number of Missouri 
men and women the right and title 


to $17,000,000 now in the Bank of 
Holland, and which is to be dis­ 


tributed to them this spring. 
Late in the Eighteenth century 


there was an earl in Holland, one 
of whose names was Fischer. 
He 
had two sons, the elder of whom 
was to succeed to the earldom and 
the estate. 
The younger son was 
named Ludwig. 
He had no pros­ 
pects, except 
those which came 
with the possibility of his elder 
brother dying first 
and without 


issue. 
He was a gay young chap, 
and he loved the chase. 
One day, 
out of season, he was wandering 
through the royal game preserves 


with his gun, and came upon a 


deer. 
The 
temptation 
was too 


great to be resisted. He chased the 


deer and killed it. 
The offense was an 
enormous 
one. 
He was threatened with se­ 
vere punishment, and to escape it 


fled from Holland. 
He came to 
America, and settled in Virginia, 
and married. Among the offspring 
from their marriage was a daugh­ 
ter, Barbaria. In 1812 she married 
Jacob Eversole, a native of Hol­ 


land. 


Meantime the old Earl had died, 


and the Earldom had passed to his 
eldest son. 
This son died without 
issue, and Ludwig, whose where­ 
abouts in America was not known, 
was the rightful heir to the title 
and the estate. 
Whether he knew 
this is not a matter of family his­ 
tory. 
A t any rate, he lived to a 
ripe old age, and 
died, 
without 


ever returning to Holland. 
In 181*8 Jacob Eversole and his 
young 
wife 
left 
Virginia 
and 
traveled westward with the tide of 
emigration to Ste. Genevieve, Mo. 


Five 
children 
were 
born 
to 
Jacob Eversole and tke daughter 
of Ludwig Fischer. 
T w o of the 
children were sons and three were 
daughters. 
One daughter, a Mrs. 
Campbell, is still living at Fort 
Madison, la. 
Another daughter, 
Mrs. Amery, died at Springfield, 


Mo., three days before the news of 
the early settlement of the estate 


reached the family.

that it has taken nine years

cide just who were the direct heirs,

The 
time it took is not surprising whea 
it is considered that these Fischer 
claimants numbered over one thou­ 
sand.

FRUIT PROSPECTS. 


Half a Crop of Peaches aad Straw­ 
berries—A Full Yield of Apples. 


L. A . Goodman, secretary of the 
Missouri 
State 
Horticultural so­ 
ciety, has issued a report on the 
fruit prospects 
of 
the 
state, 
in 
which he says : 
The strawberry crop will be less 
than half of last year; the rasp­ 
berry will not give more than half 
a full crop; the blackberry will be 
a good one— never better ; the cur­ 
rant and gooseberry will fruit about 
as usual; the grapes give promise 
of an abundant crop. 
The apple prospect is bright and 
we hope to see one of our usual 
good crops again and be able to 
supply the markets of our land; 
the pear bud* have not been in­ 
jured thus far; the peach buds have 
been about one-half killed and the 
trees are short of their full amount 
of their bearing wood, hence we 
can expect about a half crop from 
our large orah&rds; the plum will 
hold its usually good 
crop; the 
cherry buds are all sound thus far ; 
the quince crop will be a good one 
also.

A BLOODY WEEK. 


The Fast Few Days Have Witnessed 
Heavy Filipino Losses. 


M a n i l a , April, 23 — Last week 


has been one of the bloodiest of 
the war since the first day’s fight 
ing around Manila. 
Authentic re­ 
ports, mostly official, show a total 
of 378 Filipinos killed, twelve offi­ 
cers and 244 men 
captured 
and 
many more wounded. 
The num­ 
ber wounded is hardly guessable. 
Considering that the Filipinos 
entirely lack hospital facilities, a 
great majority of the wounded will 
die. 
Probably the week’s work 
finished nearly 
i,ocx> insurgents. 
The American loss was nine killed 
and sixteen wounded. 
Tw o ser­ 
geants and one private were killed 
in ambushes while escorting pro­ 
vision trains. 
The insurgents have been ag­ 
gressive in almost every province 
of Luzon, 
Gen. Pio Del Pilar s 
band, »umbering 300, which was 
out of sight for three months, the 
leader being reported killed, has 
reappeared in its old field about 
San Miguel. 
Pilar is supposed to 
be again in command. He gave the 
American garrison at San Miguel, 
consisting 
of three companies of 
the Thirty-fifth infantry with a 
gatling, a three hours’ fight, dur­ 
ing a night attack. 
The loss of 
the insurgents in this engagement 
is not included in the foregoing 
total, as they removed their dead 
and wounded, but presumably it 
was considerable.

HIS MIND WAS ACTIVE. 


Fo r Man y Years He Had No Co n tro l 
o f a Sin g le Org an Ex sep t 
Hi» To n g u e. 


The death o f J o seph McMullen, 
at his ho me, o n the co rner o f East 
Healey and Fifth streets, in this 
city , last night, marks the end o f 
o ne o f the mo st remarkable cases 
kno wn to phy sicians, say s a Cham­ 
paign, 111., dispatch o f the 21st. 
He was literally an o ssified man. 
His bro thers, who hav e handled 
him and hav e taken care o f him, 
and the phy sicians who hav e at­ 
tended him assert that fo r v ears 
past there has no t been a flex ible 
o r mo v able po int in his bo dy , the 
bo ny structure hav ing beco me firm 
and co ntinuo us fro m the po ints o f 
his to es to the cro wn o f his head. 
The sto ry o f his remarkable life, as 
giv en by his bro thers, is this : 
He 
was bo rn 
No v ember 
10, 
18 7 4 , abo ut six miles no rtheast o f 
this city . 
He was well fo rmed, 
activ e and healthy till in his fo urth 
y ear, when he suffered an injury to 
his right hip jo int. 
This lingered 
and refused to y ield to treatment. 
Gradually he was o bliged to take 
to the use o f a crutch, and finally 
to use two . 
The best phy sicians 
in the city treated him, and de­ 
clared they co uld no t reliev e him. 
Cartillagino us fiber began to gro w 
in the jo ints, and in the co urse o f 
time this o ssified and destro y ed the 
jo ints. 
Ev en the hinges o f his jaw un­ 
derwent 
the 
same 
remarkable 
change, and fo r fiv e y ears past his 
mo uth co uld no t be o pened. 
His 
jaws were so firmly clo sed and 
held that a dentist was emplo y ed 
to cut away a po rtio n o f his fro nt 
teeth to admit the po int o f a spo o n 
so that be co uld be fed and no ur­ 
ished o n liquid fo o d. 
One o f his 
bro thers said this mo rning : 
“ It has been fiv e y ears since J o ­ 
seph has been able to mo v e any 
po rtio n o f his bo dy ex cept the 
to ngue. 
His intellect remained 
bright all the while. 
W e to o k 
two daily newspapers fo r him and 
he kept himself well info rmed o n 
the affairs o f the wo rld. 
A struc­ 
ture like a music rack was placed 
befo re him, a newspaper spread 
o ut o n it, and there he sat, pro pped 
up, and read ev ery wo rd befo re 
him. 
No bo dy else in to wn read 
the papers so tho ro ughly fro m end 
to end and Nne by line. 
He talked 
intelligently abo ut what he read, 
but I may say that in all o ther re­ 
spects he was practically dead.
